Each series will 
conta in ten one-fifth acre plats. The 
rema inder of the field, about 
six 
acres, will be seeded, t<> a lfa lfa some 
time between J uly 15 and August 
1 5. 
Rota tion of (Tops. 
A four yea r rota tion 
of wheat, 
corn, oa ts and clover will 
be fol­ 
lowed. Tha t is to say, winter wheat 
will be grown, followed by corn, fol­ 
lowed by oats,, followed by clover. 
By ha ving four series it is possible 
to ha ve each of the crops in rotation 
represented each year. In ca se clover 
fails, the land will be seeded to, say 
beans or cow peas. Fortuna tely the 
second 
series from 
the north has 
clover tha t wa s seeded in oa ts last 
year. The crops this year 
will
